REMARKS 

The Examiner alleges that the claims are directed towards the following distinct species: 

Species I: as cited in claim 1, is directed towards a stent having first obtuse 

crossing angle that is substantially the same as the first [sic] obtuse 
crossing angle. 

Species II: as cited in claims 6, 76 and 84, is directed towards a stent having a 

second obtuse crossing angle that is larger than the first obtuse crossing 
angle. 

Species III: as cited in claim 25, is directed towards a stent having a first tubular wall 
segment with a first number of filaments, a second tubular wall member 
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Applicants elect species II, i.e., as cited in claims 6, 76 and 84, which is directed 
towards a stent having a second obtuse crossing angle that is larger than the first obtuse 
crossing angle. 

Applicants respectfully submit that claims 6 and 76-96 read on Species II as defined by 
the Examiner with claims 6, 76 and 84 being generic within this group.
